ern France. ‘The Germans,’ the cor- 
respondent says, ‘‘had moved a’ big 
mass of men against the spot ~ on 


the British front. Mud helped the 
thin British line to hold, but’ the 
honors were barely even until the 


Canadian ‘regiment hurried up from 
the rear. , 


Suddenly there was heard | a roar 
of voices and a long line of slouch- 
hatted figures with fix:d bayonets 
rushed forward with the battle’ cry 
“Wor Canada and Old England,’’ 

“The Germans broke befcre th> 
charge, which curried everything be- 
fore it. Trench after trench fell and 
the Canadians did not cease until the 
Germans brought up their artillery. 


“The ground gained extended over 
a mile in front.’- 


London, Jan. 15—The bayonet 
charge of the Frincess Patricias car- 
vied everything before it. The Ger. 
tried vainly to drive them 
but fell back when the Cana, 
dians made their grand -attac’s, The 
flight was contagious and trench af- 
ter trench fell,

FISEDING STUFFS 


Bran, shorts, and chop feeds - are 
sometimes contaminated by ground 
Screenings which are mixed with 
them in some of the flour mills. Of 
396 samples collected throughout GCa- 
nada in 1913 by the Inland Revenue 
department, 140 contained an avyer- 
age of 57 noxious weed s2eds per tb, 
and only 144 of the.samples were en- 
tirely free from vital weed seeds. 
One. Sample of chopped feed contain: 
ed 1184 noxious weed” seeds, per 
pound. Bulletin No. 254 of the In- 
land Revenue department gives the 
names and addresses of the 
facturers and the quality of their 
mill feads.—Seed Branch, Ottawa.
